Finding a solution

» After long delay, 5-year Federal authorization act
passed by Congress in December 2015

> $800M available in FY 16 for new federal (‘

competitive grant for projects of national
significance — called FASTLANE

»

» USDOT will prioritize projects that “strengthen us. Depor’rmep’r
communities through neighborhood Of TFOHSDOFTOTIOH
redevelopment; mitigate negative impact of freight .
movements on communities ... particularly for Fede.ra.l HIQI:IWOY
disadvantaged groups.” Administration

» USDOT may consider “whether a project’s design
is likely to generate benefits for all users ...
including non-driving members of a community...”

» Obama administration has accelerated the application
